format, informational order, and content of the Energy Commission approved Certificate
of Acceptance forms. Therefore, | approve NRCA-LTI-02, NRCA-LTI-03, NRCA-LTI-04,
and NRCA-LTO-02 as Energy Commission approved Certificate of Acceptance forms.

All agencies with the authority to issue building permits may accept CALCTP’s third-
party Certificate of Acceptance forms (NRCA-LTI-02, NRCA-LTI-03, NRCA-LTI-04, and
NRCA-LTO-02), to certify compliance with the lighting controls acceptance testing
requirements of Section 130.4 of the Energy Standards.
